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Editorial Comment 


A Problem Of Ethics 


Two years ago we ran a feature story in the TOWNSMAN 
that covered in some depth the problems of Andover mer- 
chants with teenage shoplifters. 

There were those at the time who hooted at the idea 
that the well bred youngsters of this community could be a 
party to any real wave of shoplifting. But they were and 
they are, and conditions have worsened since the first 
mention of it in this newspaper. There are numbers of 
pre-teen students involved as well, along with a surprising 
list of adults. 

For those who persist in believing it can’t happen here, 
we point out that the Chamber of Commerce would scarcely 
need to schedule a Shoplifting Clinic for its members and 
store personnel if the volume of pilfering was insignifi- 
cant. 


It is significant all right, and it should be of concern 
to every parent, teacher and religious leader in the com- 
munity for merchants and the police will tell you that 
today’s shoplifters are rarely people who really need what 
they steal — they are not the destitute and the poor and 
the hungry who might feel justified in trying to improve 
heir lot by illegal means. They are people of adequate 
ncome, from respectable homes. 

This problem is not Andover’s alone. Stealing for sport, 
o defy authority or supply some missing degree of excite- 
ient — or for whatever other reasons psychiatrists have 
letermined motivate well-to-do shoplifters — is just as 
zmpant elsewhere. Respect for rules and regulations and 
he property of others apparently come under the heading 
ff ‘fold fashioned virtues.’’ 

Obviously, in educating the young we need to place 
idded emphasis on ethical values and the relationship to 
adividual freedoms. And the schools are going to have to 
ssume broader responsibility for such training since in 
ir modern society they have the uninterrupted attention 

the young for greater spans of time than either the 
home or church. In many instances, like it or not, they 
ilso have the greater influence.

Last week the United States added the name of a new 
tizen to its roster, one who came to this country by 
choice and one who eagerly sought to assume not only 


the rights but the responsibilities of citizenship.

But such indifference should 
not be permitted to influence the attitude of those respon- 
sible for naturalization proceedings. They should never 
forget that what is routine for them is a solemn and once- 
in-a-lifetime experience for the people who stand before 
our Flag to declare their allegiance. 

If providing a little pomp and circumstance is burden- 
for government officials, perhaps this is a function 
ne of our national patriotic organizations can under- 
take as a nation-wide project.

Silver Shop Is Recreated 


The man who ‘‘spread the alarm 
through every village and farm” 
was more famous in his own time 
for his very considerable talent as 
a silversmith than for his ability 
in rousing the countryside, 

For the 50 years that Paul 
Revere plied his art there was no 
better silversmith in America, His 
reputation has never diminished, 
and his works are as much appre= 
ciated today as they were by the 
prosperous merchants and ship= 
owners who ordered them 200 
years ago, 

Paul Revere’s shop for many 
years was at the head of Clark’s 
Wharf in the North End of Boston, 
This teeming wharf, with its busy 
shops, counting houses, sail lofts, 
and warehouses along one side, and 
vessels of all types tied up at the 
other, was second in size and im= 
portance only to Long Wharf, 

The shop, like the wharf, is long 
gone, However, a representation of 
its interior - as accurate as avail= 
able records of the period will 
allow - may now be seen in a 
fascinating miniature diorama 
being completed for Boston’s 
Museum of Science, 

A gift of Reed & Barton, the 
well-known Taunton, Mass, silver= 
smiths, the exhibit will be 
the fourth inthe Museum’s growing 
series on Historic New England 
Industries, It will be opened to 
the public April 25 following an

evening, 

The period of the diorama is 
August, 1768 and the stocky, young 
Revere, in the foreground, is en= 
graving his most famous piece, the 
Sons of Liberty Bowl, His figure 
has been modeled after the portrait 
by John Singleton Copley, which is 


believed to have been painted about 
three years earlier, 


Other figures in the diorama are 
performing various tasks related 
to the hand silversmithing prac- 
ticed in that era, An apprentice

Jet Propelled Net Nets Birds 


The age of rocketry finally has 
overtaken bird-banding, 

The U, S, Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife last week= 
end demonstrated at the Ipswich 
River Audubon Center in Topsfield, 
the jet-cannon propelled net that 
agents have used through the winter 
to band ducks and geese along the 
coast from New Jersey to Maine, 

Three projectiles that are modi-~ 
fied rockets fling a large net, 
similar to a fishing net, over flocks 
of resting waterfowl, The actionis 
so fast that the net drops over the 
birds before the loud explosion 
flushes them, 

Federal Agents James Van 
Weelden of Massachusetts and Don 
Blais of New Hampshire de= 
monstrated how federal waterfowl 
banders lay the reefed net besidea 
known resting place of waterfowl, 
Rockets attached to each end and 
the center leading edge of the net 
then are placed in the ground and 
headed for flight over the resting 
place, A long cable similar to a 
blasting cable then is laid to a 
blind where the operator hides, 
When enough birds are in front of 
the net and within its range, the

In 1960 Daniel E, Hogan, presi- 
dent of Andover’s Standard Inter=- 
national Corp, and his traveling 
companion, a Boston lawyer, were 
grounded in New York by foul 
weather, 

Rather than waste the waiting 
time, the lawyer decided to make 
an attempt to sell a giant soap 
concern on the idea of buying the 
formula for a highly odoriferous 
liquid detergent and the burgeoning 
business of the man who owned it, 

He enlisted Hogan’s help and the 
sales pitch began, SIC’s president 
was well into a listing of persua= 
sive arguments when he pulled up 
short, and suddenly thought: ‘‘If 
the deal’s all that good, we ought to 
be buying it ourselves,”’ And thatis 
how Dan Hogan sold himself onthe 
acquisition of what became Lestoil 
Products Inc,, the one-=product 
company that spawned Standard 
Household Products Corp,, an SIC 
division, 


Lestoil was the property of a 
rugged Holyoke individualist 
named Jacob Barowsky who began 
to brew asmelly heavy-duty deter= 
gent of his invention in 1933 and 
sell it to industrial customers, 
Twenty years later he was still 
servicing the same market, blend= 
ing Lestoil in a single vat and 
stirring it with a massive paddle, 

But then he began to advertise 
a little and spread the word of his 
product from community to com= 


munity, from Massachusetts to 
Connecticut, and finally to New 
York, 

He went about  ballyhooing 


Lestoil and created a demand for 
the detergent before he even made 
an approach to retail merchants, 
It was a backwards, crazy techni- 
que but it worked until the big boys 


decided to put their money and 


prestige on the line to promote such 
products as Mr, Clean and Handy 
Andy, By the time that day came, 
however, Barowsky was dis- 
tributing in 26 states and spending 
$18 million a year in advertising. 

Pushed by the competition, he 
agreed to sell to SIC for an es= 
timated $8 million, 


The new owner invested a bundle 
in an effort to sell Lestoil from 
coast to coast, but it was beaten 
back by the majors in the market 
who could afford the battle, Now 
SIC contents itself with doing a 
solid Lestoil business in 28 states 
and it it has strengthened its house= 
hold products division with ac- 
quisitions that have brought 
nationally accepted items into the 
fold - i.e, Bon Ami, Red Cap, air 
fresheners, Sawyer’s bleach etc, 
and Scuffy shoe polishes, 

Added to this list within recent 
weeks is Complete, a laundry addi= 
tive in a lavender bottle that is 
being touted with a view to eventual 
coast-to-coast distribution, 

The story of Lestoil is probably 
the most legendary of those that are 
told about SIC acquisitions, but the 
corporation’s history pre-dates 
this merger by five years, 


It began with negotiations for 
the purchase of Standard 
Publishing Co, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
a conservative firm with 100 years 
of history in the field of religious 
literature, a company whose sales 
are now growing at the rate of 
about 20 percent a year because 
SIC was in a position to finance 
modernization of facilities and ex- 
pansion into new markets, 


It continued with the acquisition 
of Roehlen Engraving, the

Hogan and associates parted with 
the Lawrence operation because, 
in Hogan’s words, ‘‘We did not 
have the technical experience in 
our staff to control a highly 
sophisticated electronics com- 
pany,”” 


National Transistor was never 
more than an SIC affiliate, but its 
story points up what people who 
have worked with Hogan say is the 
key to his success with virtually 
everything he touches . . . his 
instinct for judging people and his 
willingness to gamble on those 
that look like winners, 

One former associate comments 
that Dan Hogan ‘‘manages to in= 
spire a loyalty that is un- 
believable,"® Part of the reason, 
says another, is that he takes good 
care of the men around him, When 
SIC prospers, they share in the 
reward, 

The 49-year-old industrialist 
was born in Philadelphia and at- 
tended schools there, He worked

porate philosophies and policies 
during the transition period, 

Standard is rapidly expanding 
its capacity to be of valuable help

Hogan flies about the country, 
in a plane which he pilots a good
